Before any unappropriated flowing water on 


public lands can be utilized, the state must 
issue permits in the form of priority rights. 
The use of such water, which must be a public 
use, is at all times'Subject to control and regu- 
lation by the state. Only the right to use a 
certain amount of water under specified condi- 
tions is accorded to individuals and groups of 
individuals, such as irrigating companies, pri- 
vate domestic water companies, irrigation dls- 


ing the full flow of the stream at ^ times, 
and that waste water, or storm water, is con- 
tained within the'Original priorities, and should 
all be allowed to, proceed slowly down stream 
after leaving the flood control dams, bringing 
about a virtually . complete > .percolation and 
absorptioii, available thereafter for use by 
pumping witm'nxthe immediate area of the 
river cone and coastal plane from the natural 
underground storage •reservoirs.

NEW, ANGLE RISES 


Since the inception of flood control projects 


in the state, arid; particularly^ in Los Angeles 
county, a new problem, which is in iact an-old 
problem presented in a new guise, has arisen— 
.thatof the possible existence of,surplus water. 
brought about -through the building of. flood 


; lar misapprehension based on misinformation 
and ,to some extent, misrepresentation. 
If it 


lies within.the power, and if itjs the duty of 
the flood control district to .empty flood control 
reservoirs following storms, in order that these 
same dams may be in a receptive condition 
for expected storms, it therefore follows that 
the dams cannot at the same time be utilized 


control dams in the-canyons, and which pre* as storage-reservoirs where a supply may be 
vent flood water from-wasting into the ocean. 
These'are strictly retardation dams, and not 
storage dams, excepting that, as in the case of 
the Los Angeles county flood control distritt, 
certain agreements have been entered into with 
individuals and groups of individuals, such as 
communities, for the joint use of the dams for 
a restricted amount of storage, but subject to 
the issuance of water priorities by the state. 
The dams as planned and built, are not design- 
ed for the permanent holding of water, but 
are designed to hold the peak flow of storms, 


measured and counted upon for-irrigation or 
for domestic purposes. ?This is true wjtK the 
possible exception of a time element, such as 
the holding "of a supply behind the dams at a 
season of the year when it is reasonably cer- 
tain-no further storms of any considerable 
magnitude may be expected. This possible 
provision, however, makes the stipply so un- 
certain it is not conceivable as a! basis upon 
which water users can depend with any sujety. 
Lack of reasonable surety in water jsupply de- 
stroys its value, as it must be reasonably con- 


thereafter to release the water at a muchMes- ^tinuous^and perpetual in supply;else its value 
sened velocity than would be the case of an 
uninterrupted flow, making it possible for a 
greater amount of percolation, in f act, with 
the end in view of causing all the flow to be 
absorbed in the ground, therefore preventing 
any waste into the ocean. Through this method 
the violent flow in washes and rivers is pre- 
vented, thus preventing damage to property 
abutting on streams, and by percolation, add- 
ing materially to the underground supply util- 
ized by ranchers and domestic companies

In summarizing water conditions, water- 


rights and the use and proprietorship of water 
in California, it should then be borne in mind 
that while any-group or :community'or politi- 
cal subdivision may propose certain usages, 
diversions and appropriations of water, the •- 
actual 'determination can never,be made by 
any. excepting the state of California through 


pumping the underground supply to the sur7 -the State Division of Water Rights, or 
face. The joint use of dams for flood control 
and for storage has not yet been decided upon, 
and may or may not be determined to _be 
either practical or legal. The best flood con- 
trol authorities declare that flood control and 
surface conservation of water are not re,con- 
cilable, in that flood control dams must be 
emptjed as rapidly, as is expedient, in order 
to serve efficiently as temporary catch-^basins, 
as storms recur. 


SURPLUS NOT DEFINED 


Because of the fact that flood control* dams 


are temporary retardation dams, and not stor- 
age dams, it is maintained that there is no 
such commodity existent as that which is term- 
ed "surplus water," or storm water that has 
been checked and confined for an indetermin- 
ate period. Application for rights of appro- 
priation of the use of such "surplus water" 
is therefore at this time held in abeyance, and. 
4he issuance of priorities on such a basis is 
problematic. The'board of supervisors of Los 
Angeles county has ruled in advance of any 
court decision that the board has the power 
to grant the partial use of a flood control reser- 
voir for the purpose of storing water, there- 
after to be diverted as used as a municipal 
water supply, but subject, first, to the granting 
of a priority on this "surplus water" by the 
state to the municipality. The, outstanding 
illustration of this is found in the •filings by 
the city of Pasadena and other municipalities 
upon a possible surplus, of water in the San 
Gabriel canyon, and the proposal to store such 


judicial decision. The board of .supervisors,: 
acting either for the county or for the flood 
control district, has no power to-allocate~"br 
to make any disposition whatever of any 
water in the state. It will therefore be seen 
that Supervisor Cogswell's re-election, or the 
"election of any person, has no bearing on the 
water rights of any individual or group of in- 
dividuals. His sympathies with or against any 
group or any individual will have no weight, 
his statements and the statements of his sup* 
porters to the contrary. 


SOLUTION POSSIBLE" 


It is reasonable to assume that in the pro- 


gress of the flood control program of Los An- 
geles county, a system will be legally evolved 
which will make possible the surface conserva- 
tion of .water behind flood control dams, and 
the use of such water for domestic or for irri- 
gation purposes. But this, at this time, is an 
assumption only. 


The proper attitude of the citizen and prop- 


erty-owner is to place the authority correctly. 
The flood control district officials, who in the 
case of the Los Angeles county flood control 
district are the members of the board of $uper- 
yisprs, are the authorities haying complete 
jurisdiction over the building, maintenance and 
operation of the flood control projects, subject 
tt> certain regulations of the federal govern- 
ment when these 'projects are within the con- 
fines of the national domain. The authority 
over the use and disposal .of water is vested 
in the state and the state courts. '
